BttikUag permte i»ued in 
Virginia Beach in March are^ 
below the value of March 1966. 

Last year in March 385 per- 
mits were issued for a total 
value of $7,399,919. This year 
only ZiZ permits were issu^ 
and the total value was $4,628, 
522. 

Apartments figured greatly 
in Q>e total last year and no 
large develc^ment is reflected 
dtis year. There were permits 
issu«l for 242 apartment units 
valued at $2,500,000 in March 
1966. 

Residential (instruction is 
still down, following the down- 
ward trend which began in April 
1966. This past March, 120 
permits were issued for twmes 
valued at $2,235,000 while last 
March 199 permits were issued 
for homes valued at $3,636,550. 

Building officials in Virginia 
Beach siy however that mat- 
ters have been getting better in 
the past couple of monttis and 
that an iqiward trend is already 
definitely established. They say 
building here will soon be back 
to normal.

By the fall of 1969 Virginia 
Beach will have one of the 10 
largest shopping complexes in 
the United States and the largest 
in Virginia. 

Pembroke East, where con- 
struction will begin in the spring 
of 1968 will be built adjacent 
to Pembroke Mall Shopping 
Center, nearly doubling the 
number of stores and service 
establishments already there. 

Only one store has been an- 
nounced so far. At a press con- 
ference Tuesday afternoon at 
Bow Creek Country Club, in- 
formation was released that 
Thalhimer's will build a two- 
story department store in the 
new Pembroke East, 

The initial phase calls for 
120,000 square feet on two 
floors, with plans to ^ two 
additional floors and double the 
floor space, according to Wil- 
liam B. Thalhlmer, Jr., pre- 
sident of the Richmond-based 
operation. 

Pembroke East will aslo be an 
enclosed, climate - controlled 
mall type shondng center, em- 
ploying many of the same fea- 
tures Qf Pembroke Mall, but 
with the latest equipment and 
features available. 

Thalhimer's first Virginia 
Beach store will be Iniilt across 
Constituticm Ave. from Miller 
ti Rboads in Pembroke ^^1* ^ 



Richmond the home operations 
of both stores are across the 
street from each other in the 
downtown section. 

Representative s of Thalhim- 
ers who attended the press con- 
ference Tuesday were, beside 
the president of the company, 
Charles Thalhimer, senior 
vice-president, Daniel Schiller, 
vice-president and treasurer; 
Newton Hamblet, vice-presi- 
dent of operations; and Walter 
Fisher, vice-president and as- 
sistant treasurer. 

The owners and developers of 
Pembroke East are the same as 
those of Pembroke Mall - Fred 
Neapolitano, Horace Cistola and 
Emilio Oliverio. 

The architect for the new 
center is Harry A. Dudley, Jr., 
AIA of the architectural Arm 
of Dudley, Morrisette, Cedar- 
quist and Assoc, of Norfolk. 

Leasing agents are Phil Ham- 
orvit. Jr.. CMS. of Alsage Real- 
ty of Virginia Beach and Peters- 
burg and Harry Shook of S. L. 

Nusbaum and Co., hic. of Nor- 
folk. 

The centers, which will 
create a giant shoiqping and 
service complex, are designed 
to serve the retail needs of all 
of Tidewater, according to Nea- 
politano. 



Pembroke East will be built 
at a cost of $13 million. Pem- 
broke Mall cost $15 million. 
Pembroke East will cover 
470,000 square feet, while Pem- 
broke Mall covers 586,000. 

The projected annual sales 
for the two centers total $55 



million, $25 million of that 
amount in the new center. The 
two centers will employ, a total 
work force of 2,240, compared 
to 1,000 in the new center. 

The approximate annual pay- 
roll of Pembroke East will be 
$6 million, and the approximate 



annual payroll at Pembrcdce 
Mall is $7 milUon. 

City officials, including 
members of City Council, the 
Mayor and the City Maiager 
attended the press conference 
and welcomed the representat- 
ive of Thalhimers to Virginia 
Beach. 



Canal Pros, Cons Occupy 
Mos t of Pu hlic Hearing 



The City pointed out the ur- 
gent need for a drainage canal 
system for Virginia Beach at 
the public hearing held last 
week at the Dome by the Army 
Corps of Engineers. 

The canal system is neces- 
sary to relieve flooding after 
heavy rains in order to con- 
tinue urbanization of the City, 
officials told the Engineers. 

However, R. J. B. Page of 
North Carolina's Dept. of Water 
Resources expressed the fear 
that "uncontrolled waterways" 
in Virginia could set back wrrk 
under way in Currituck Sound. 

He said North Carolina is 
striving to hold salinity at an 



optimum level in Currituck 
Sound. 

Sound and warned that the 
level would be upset by open 
channels between Lynnhaven 
River and North Landing River 
and between Rudee Inlet and 
Back Bay. 

City Manger W. Russell Hat- 
chett said that the City is just 
as interested in CurrituckSound 
as the people of North Carolina 
are. He added that the City's 
proposal Is only tentative. 

Citizens speaking at the 
hearing told the Corps of En- 
gineers they would like to see 
several other facets of the can- 
al system investigated, such as 



the cost of the system, re- 
sulting tidal action in tributar- 
ies, inlets and coves aroimd 
Broad Bay, and the shoaling 
problems around the WoUsaare 
section on the Eastern Branch 
of Lynnhaven Inlet. 

Other suggestions included 
that the canals would disrupt 
shellfish and clams in the Lynn- 
haven River on the Western 
Branch, the question of the fate 
of the sandbar south of Lesner 
Bridge in the inlet, the possi- 
bility that bridges over the csm- 
als would be too low for sail 
boats and that connecting Link- 
horn Bay with Lake Rudee and 
Broad Bay might drain Link- 
horn Bay and flood Birdneck 
Point.

Besides Thalhimers there 
will be at least one other maj- 
or department store in Pem- 
broke East, although it Is not, 
known at this time what de- 
partment store it will be. In 
addition there will be 48 other 
stores of all types in Pembroke 
East.

Thalhimers is the only de- 
finite store for the new center, 
according to the leasing agents, 
although negotiations are in full 
swing for the entire center.

The big difference in the two 
precincts comes in the summer 
season. At that time Capt. Davis 
is also responsible for the. 37 
summer policemeQ who are 
brought in to help regular of- 
ficers. The summer policemen 
are usiolly law students added 
to the force with regular police 
powers. 

Including the 36 Shore Patrol- 
men wto operate from Uie same 
office and asstot' the police, 
106 people are working from one 
small area above the Fire De- 
partment on Arctic Ave. The 
Quarters are extremely 
cramped, twt reportedly ae 
City Is lookii^ into the possi- 
bility of mwing the police pre- 
cinct to larger quarters soon. 

"During the summer we stay 
quite bwy," said C^. Davis. 



"We answer all kinds of calls 
in the course of a day. There 
are just so many people here 
ttien." 

In July of last year. Second 
Prednet m«) arrested 1,200 
violators, and that does not in- 
clude the large number of 
juveniles picked up and turned 
over to juvenUe auttoriti^. 

Second Precinct also oper- 
ates jeep i^itrols on the beach 
during the summer.

A <]uintet of "Elizabethan 
musician" plays in the balcony 

during each performance of 
"twelfth Night," Virginia 
Beach Little Theatre's current 
production. Unfortunately the 
balcony is hot. 

And the tone of the recorders 
is affected by heat. The pitch 
rises with the temperature. 

A recorder, in case you don't 
know, is a woodwind instrument 
wltli a vi1iistle-typemoi'*hpiece. 
Sizes vary from eight inches 
to about seven feet. They have 
a range of two and a half octav- 
es. 

"The large ones look like 
a bassoon," said Charles Hard- 
in, Old Dominion music in- 
structor who founded the Vir- 
ginia Beach Recorder Society. 

"It is a musical histrunient, 
not a toy," Hardin said. "Bach, 
Hamiel and other composers 
wrote pieces especially for re- 
corders." 

The name, recorder, in the 
Elizabethan era meant bird 
singing. The instrument was 



played to teach birds to sbig. 

"It's a good instrumait for 
amateurs," Hardin said. "It 
sounds nice when you begin, 
and you can go as far as you 
want," pointing out that there 
are professional recorder play- 
ers. . „ 

"It can't be played in a large 
audience because it can't be 
heard. It's more suitable for 
chamber music." 

There are about 17 members 
in the Recorder Society, and 
they will play at the Fine Arts 
Festival in Newport News this 
spring. Hardin said they pre- 
sent two or three concerts a 
year. The Society is topli% to 
bring a teacher from England 
next November. 

Two of the numbers for the 
play have been taped. The quin- 
tet will provide authentic Eliz- 
abethan music live before each 
act, however. 

Others performing in the 
quintet include Jane Hersey, a 
First Colonial High School stud- 
ent; John Barrows, a junior 
at Old Dominion; Bob Green, 
a naval officer; and Herbert 
Watson, who just graduated 
from Old Dominion.

Tillberg said it would be of 
use in almost any classroom, 
particularly in subjects requir- 
ing demonstrations. With the 
, television equipment the whole 
class can view a demonstration 
I at one time — especially ones 
I involving small objects. They 
I can be magnified many times 
I on the screen. 

I The television set is mounted 
on tile wall near the ceiling in 
view of all students. A tran- 
sistorized, portable camera and 
a tape recorder complete the 
setiQ). 

As an example, Tilberi said 
that the camera could be focus- 
ed on a microscope. Thus a 
class could see at one time what 
they would otherwise have to 
take turns observii^. 

He also said that the tele- 
vision creates greater interest 
in the students. "Some of the 
kids that would otherwise sleep 
in the back seats at least absorb 
something from the TV. Kids 
are television orimted these 
days." 

The equipment was lent to 
TiUberg by a frirad, L. Harvey 
SpUman of Multi Media Engi- 
neering Inc., RockvUle , Md., 
for an Indefinite time, 

"It would cost about $15,000 
to equip a school the size of 
First Colonial , TUlberg esti- 
ro^ed. "Two or three cameras 
and two tape recorders should 
doit." 

Tillberg pointed out that spec- 
ial lectures could be taped then 
replayed later. Or educational 
TV programs scheduled at in- 
convenient times could be taped 
for future use. Students absent 
from an important class could 
make up the class from Qie 
tape.

groups on the East Coast. 



So well-dressed and outfitted 
were they Uiat a well-knowu 
swimwear manufacturer not 
only aqiied her stitch by stitch 
die said, Iwt had its line placed 
In a Beach menswear shop win- 
dow.

"I had them take tbem right 
out," she said.

Her corner on the swimwear 
market here began way back in 
'33, when a handful of young 
men, as a fund-raiser decided 
to stage a water carnival. Mrs. 
Holland, then heading up a thriv- 
ing dressmaking business here, 
agreed to make the swimming 
trunks for the carnival. 

"I never had so much fun 
in my life. The carnival itself, 
^lle it was a success, was as 
Ainny as it could be. 

"The boys were so handsome 
... all brown as berries. There 
were about 35 or 40 of them, 
but with all the diving and swim- 
ming, all the buttons kept pop- 
ping off. How we lauded! There 
were no siniers in those (kys. 

"After the carnival, I con- 
tinued making them . . . even 
for whole families. 1 had five 
or six women wxating for me. 
The swim trimks became so 
popular that I gave up almost 
all my other sewing. 

"I finally gave up my little 
dressmaking shop and came 
home . . . deciding to do nothing 
but make the shorts. 

"From about 1945 on, 1 did 
all the trunks for Uie patrol 



boys. QuH« a few girls wanted 
them, so I made them, with tops, 
for a few of them, too. 

"The secret to the shorts *as 
in tbe fitting. Even thou^ I had 
others sewing for me, I did all 
the cutting and all the fitting. 

"There are all kinds of fig- 
ures, you know. Alnwst no two 
were ever cut tUfta ttie same 
IMittern." 

Eventually, the hotels aiwl 
swimming pools got into the 
act. From Ocean View to Nags 
Head, the trurdcs bearing 
"Styled by Lyndelle" became 
collectors' items . . . the fami- 
liar identifying initials of the 
Patrol or a club pool status 
symbols. 

Indeed, they kept her in bus- 
iness, but it is doubtful they 
ever really kept her in funds. 

As flw eo$t of labor and equip- 
meat rose, so did her prices, 
exc^ for the patrol boys. 

"U diey went up at all, it 
more than 75 cents. 



"Oft«i these boys couldn't 
! the price of a square meal, 
nnrli less enough money for an 
extra suit or two. 



Upkeep and even replacement 
of her sewing machines, she 
said, was due in large part to 
the sand that found its way into 
the moving parts of the machine 
. . . sand that the Hollands 
swept out of their house by 
the ton during the season. 

Ttie house, built by her Ims- 
band, was designed to accom- 
modate the boys, who often, of 
necessity, could not come for 
fittings until very late at night. 
They simply entered through the 
front door and went directly 
up the wide, uncarpeted stairs 
to the second floor sewing cen- 
ter .. . an interesting iiodge- 
podge of sewing machines, 
paper patterns, boxes of thread 
and a chest of drawers con- 
verted into a filing cabinet to 
store cards containing complete 
measurements of all the boys 
for whom she has tailored the 
shorts. 

The cards indicate the num- 
ber of completed shorts to be 
around 10,000. 

The list now contains many 
second generation beach boys, 
but it's being put aside in order 
to free her for more time with 
the offspring of second genera- 
tion Hollands.

As soon 
as cake i^ done, loosen edges and turn out 
out on towel. Peel wax paper carefully from 
cake. Roll cake in towel. Let stand 20 minutes, 
then unroll. 

Soften ice cream slightly and spread over 
cake roll. Roll up quickly. Wrap in aluminim 
foil. Place in freezer several hours. (May be 
made several days in advance.) Just before 
serving, spread with Coffee Frosting. Serve 
immediately or return to freezer until time to 
serve.

He life eq)ectancy of a police 
d(« is abotit six to d|^t y«u*s, 
and Uie (b^ may serve several 
masters during that time. The 
dogs can t>e retrained to serve 
a new master. 

The K-9 men keep the dogs 
at home with them. The ^>g8 
are all devoted to their masters 
and their wives and children. 
They are extremely gentle witti 
children and at times are even 
playful, but a stranger would 
be ill-advised to ai^roach any 
of the family too tplckly. The 
do^, after all, are trained to 
attack, alttough they are nsA 
vicious by nature. 

The piUroImen are given a 
small allowance each month to 
take care of tiieir d<^ and to 
ke^ their uniforms clean. The 
dogs inve a habit of making 
this a little more difficult than 
for most other policemen, al- 
though they are Just being 
frleodly. 

The men and dogs (tf the K-9 
Corps are ised anywhere in 
Jie city they are needed, but 
ttiey rMe with their maste» 
in police cars most of the 
time. 



Whenever the officer leaves 
Uie car to check a building, 
he takes the dog with him on 
foot. Tills is advantageous to 
the officer because of the acute 
senses of the dogs. 

"I'd sooner have the dog than 
a gun in a tight situation," 
said Capt. Stone. 

In a problem area where 
a rash of Incidents take place, 
the men and dogs are used, and 
usually serve as a strong de- 
terrent to the potential violator. 
The dogs are especially advan- 
tageous in a concentrated bus- 
iness area. 

One of the major uses of the 
dogs is in pursuit because they 
are also trained to follow a 
scent. One Virginia Beach po- 
lice dc^ has been known to 
corner a fugitive in the woods.

All the Virginia Beach School 
Board can do now is wait. The 
city's desegregation plan has 
been sent to the Dejiartinent of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
for approval, just short of the 
April 10 deadline. 

The federal department has 
sought complete and total inte- 
gration of students, faculties, 
administrations and facilities 
by next fall in Virginia Beach.

The money used to clean up 
litter comes out of the tax- 
poyers' pockets, and we are 
the taxpayers. It Is money which 
could be used for far more 
important projects that would 
benefit us, the taxpayers. 

Beer cans, dirty paper boxes 
torn candy wrappers, cigarette 
butts, bags of trash and garbage 
never make a pretty picture 
anywhere . and certainly not 
along our city streets and high- 
ways. But look around you. 
There they are, by the ton. 

The State Highway Depart- 
ment spends a half million dol- 
lars each year cleaning up lit- 
ter along state control led roads. 
That does not take into con- 
sideration streets and roads 
inside city limits not maintain- 
ed by the State. On a single 
one-mile stretch of a secondary 
road recently, a Highway De- 
partment crew collected 1,781 
discarded beer cans and liquor 
bottles. That is disgusting. 

That same half million dol- 
lars could be put to use build- 
ing a half-mile of interstate 
highway, or building a mile of 
primary arterial rhighway or in 
constructing nine Willes of sec-L^ 
ondary highways. \ 

Despite years of pleas from 
those who would Nprotect the 
beauty of our hi stori^and scen- 
ic state, 4ind despitfj^he fact 
that litterihgis-ogainst the law 
everywhere, the litter still piles 
up. 

It piles up because of the 
careless and unthinking people 
who deliberately toss debris 
from cars or into the streets 
as they walk along. 
, Virginia Beach is nqdifferQnt 
from other places. Ithas a lot 
61 litter, dropped by lawbreak- 
ers. The Virginia Beach Beauti- 
flcation Commission, the Coun- 
cil of Garden Clubs, numerous 
city officials and private groups 
and citizens have tried to help 
but are losing the battle. Now 



the week of April 17 has been 
set aside to clean up the mess. 

Extra trucks will be used, 
and a concentrated campaign 
will be held. But it will do no 
good unless our city is then 
kept clean and free of litter. 

This takes the respect of 
property and the law by every- 
one, the enforcement of the 
laws hy-^^Uce officers and stiff 
penofntleVvW *he courts, not a 
laughable small fine. 

We hope the present campaign 
helps, but it will take the co- 
operation of all. We cannot af- 
ford litter. It costs us too much. 

Make It Safe to Walk 

The Traffic Safety Dept. of 
Virginia Beach recently Install- 
ed new radar-controlled traffic 
signals at several difficult in- 
tersections^ 

These new signals not only 
control the flow of traffic to 
meet existing needs, but also 
staggers the flow of east and 
west or north and south traffic, 
making It far simpler to make 
left turns safely. 
X We praised this new system 
when it was installed at Laskin 
Road and Pacific Avenue, but 
we see now that it has caused 
an even greater problem. The 
innocent pedestrian is never 
certain when to cross, because 
there is always some traffic 
bearing down on him or turning 
Into him. 

It seems obvious that this 
particular Intersection, used 
by so many pedestrians in the 
summer nrionths could prove 
to be bedlam and extremely 
dangerous. 

We recommend the installat- 
ion immediately of ''walk" and 
"Don't Walk" signs, as em- 
ployed now at Laskin Road and 
Atlantic Ave., or the intersect- 
ion could be the scene of tragic 
results soon. 



It's a Dog's Life 



There should be no such thing 
as a loose dog running the 
streets of Virginia Beach. 
There are laws against it. 
Every dog should have a li- 
cense, and should be kept on a 
rope, or on a leash at all 
times when it is outside and 
not in a fenced yard. 

There should be no such thing 
as 100 to 200 dogs a week killed 
on our roads in Virginia Beach 
in the summer months, because 
those dogs should not be loose 
at all. There should not be so 
many dog bites by animals run- 
ning the streets, because they 
should not be running the streets 

There should not be garbage 
cans turned over by dogs at 
night or shrubbery ripped out of 
the ground by dogs, or lawns 
messed up by dogs, because they 
should not be running loose. 

But these problems are with 
us in Virginia Beach for several 
reasons. 

The first is obvious. The 
owners of the dogs do not (H>ey 
the laws, in addition, the laws 
are not enforced by all pollen- 
men as they should be. There 
are too few animal control of- 
ficers operating in the city. 
They comiot do it all. 

And piAlfc apathy is part of 
It too. An Interested citizenry 
should report violations and 
violators. They should be 
punished as any other law- 
breakers are. 
It Is ridiculous to have laws 



on the books concerning dogs 
and then have so many problems 
with dogs. There is no sense in 
so many of us having to live 
a dog's life because of dogs.

We take great pleasure in 
welcoming Thalhimers and its 
excellent reputation to our city 
and we take great pride In the 
building of a second large shop- 
ping center across Constitut- 
ion Avenue from Pembroke Mai I 
Shopping Center. Thisone,to*e 
known as Pembroke East, re- 
presents another giant invest- 
ment by the same owners and 
exhibits their great faith in the 
growth of Virginia Beach. 

When the 108 specialty store 
and four d^Hirtment store shop- 
ping center convex is completed 
In the fall of 1969, Virginia 
Beach will finally have its own 
"downtown" shopping district, 
CMitralized at the crossroads 
of the city. 

The promise for the future 
Is truly exciting.

Road Economy 

Dear Editor: 

As an irterested party to the 
every day going's on in our city, 
the following is both a quest- 
ion and thought as to how waste 
of city and state funds may be 
curbed. 

In the interest of econonyand 
reduction of the high cost of 
road repair, I think it is abooA 
time the City fathers and Dir- 
ector of Public Works got tn- 
getter and realized Just how 
much money is literally wast- 
ed by the repair of secondary 
roads and feeder lanes, with 
tar and gravel. 

It seems to me that the use 
of hlack asiAait wouM be, in 
Uie course of time, much cheap- 
er due to Qie need for less re- 
pair. Tar and gravel idien ap- 
plied to a hole in the road q>- 
pears to be (»e part tar to 
two parts pavel, and in ttiis 
process approximately 50 per 
cent of the gravel which is not 
packed down by v^cles is 
either (»a0rt in tire trnds, 
adhered to the under part of ttie 
vehicle, and for the most part 
Uirown to the side of the r(»d 
by passiflg vehicles thus serv- 
ing 00 worttwhlle pni^iose.

No Refund? 
Maybe You 
Goofed 



Some 11,597 federal tax 
returns without the required 
w -2 withholding statements 
have been filed so far this year 
by Virginia taqayers and those 
in the five states comprising 
the IRS Mid-Atlantic Region. 

This means a delay in ttie 
processing of refunds until tiie 
W-2's can be obtained from 
tajqayers according to James 
P. Boyle, IRS District Direct- 
or fbr Virginia. 

Copy B of the W-2 statement 
that employers are required to 
give employees is the one that 
should be attached to federal 
tax returns, he said. 

When returns are received 
in IRS offices without a W-2 
fbr all income on which taxes 
have been withheld, a letter 
requesting the missing docu- 
ment is sent to the taxpayer. 
Until the W-2 is received, or 
an accei^able explanation of 
why it cannot be supplied, pro- 
cessing of the return cannot 
be completed. 

One of the major reasons for 
delay in issuing refunds is the 
fkilure of taiqiayers to include 
their correct Social Security 
number on the tax return. 

As of last week, tte director 
reported, 8,388 refunds had 
been delayed in Virginia and 
the other five states of Qie 
Mid-Atlantic Region, l>ecanse 
of Incorrect or missing Social 
Security numbers. 

Boyle rqnrted that to date 
other refunds are being held 
up l>ecause of a variety of other 
errors or failures to comply 
wlQi instructions mailed to each 
taxpayer with his tax forms. 

Tax returns filed up to last 
week included 15,938 without 
the signature of the taxpayer 
or in the case of a JoM re- 
turn without Qie signature of 
both file bui^And and wife. These 
will have to be sent back to 
the taxpayers before refunds 
can be processed.

Plans for a vocational high 
school in Virginia Beach are 
progressing right on schedule, 
and the schedule now calls for 
the opening of the facility in 
September 1969, 

But before the opening day a 
large amount of work will go in- 
to the planning of the curriculum 
to the needs of the city, Uien 
tailor-building the school to fill 
those needs. 

The man who has been charg- 
ed with die overall responsibil- 
ity of setting up die vocational 
high school is Edward E. Bric- 
kell. Director of Secondary Ed- 
ucation for Virginia Beach 
Schools. Brickell has called up- 
on the former industrial arts 
teacher at Kempsville High 
School, W. E. Lobec*, to aid 
in the planning and organizing 
stages. On April 1, Lobecktook 
on the full-time Job of heli^ng 
Brickell bring the school to 
Virginia Beach. 

The first steps in the long 
and involved process calls for 
the conducting of two separate 
surveys, according to Lobeck. 
He has already begun surveying 
employers in Virginia Beach 
and in the Tidewater area to 
d^ermine dielr present, future 
and long-range vociUonal man- 
power needs and to determine 
their present, future and long- 
range vocirtic»al mai^nwer 
needs and to determine what 
machinery or technical e<piip- 
ment students will be required 
to opiT^ when diey finish 

In addition, Lobeck says he 
is working widi the Virginia 
State Employment Service and 
r^resentatives of military in- 
stallations in the area todeter- 
mine the apprenticeship needs 
of die crafts and finding out 
what credit will be givento voc- 
ational school graduates in their 
chosen field. 

Lobeck is also dieeking widi 
a sampling of die larger indust- 
ries in die area toward the 
same goal. He is hopeful of get- 
ting credit for the graduate, 
amounting of one or two years 
toward becoming a journeyman. 

Ixibeck expects the surveys 
to be completed and evaluated 
by late summer uid to birn them 
over to the architect by Scom- 
ber. 

Ilie architect foY die school 
is A. Ray Pentecost of die 
firm, Pentecost, Wade and Mc- 
Lellon. Pentecost is eiq^iected 
to present initial plans to die 
School Board sdMut the first 
of next year, according to Bric- 
kell. 



"FidB plans should be ap- 
proved in five or six months 
from September," said Bric- 
kell. "So construction should 
start in the spring of 1968 
and be finished in about ayear- 
and-a-half." 

One of the biggest problems 
will be equipping the facility, 
according to Lobeck. 

"The delivery date of a lot 
of machinery is being greatly 
delayed by the Vietnam con- 
flict," he said. "It is taking 
up to 18 months to get some 
of the machines we'll need." 

But Lobeck added that die city 
does have time to order and be 
ready if the machines can be 
ordered and all specifications 
for machinery are fully deter- 
mined at the same time the 
start of construction takes 
place. 



The federal government will 
contribute up to 80 percent of 
the money needed for construct- 
ion and equipment, as well as 
a large part of the salaries of. 
the highly trained specialists 
needed to staff the school, ac- 
cording to Brickell. 

"The cost of the operation 
of the school after it is built 
is also very low to Virginia 
Beach," he said. "The state of 
Virginia will pay 60 percent." 

Brickell said two sites are 
under active consideration for 
building die school, but would 
not reveal their locations be- 
cause he said real estate prices 
could soar. 

Plans at present call for the 
school to be used on a three- 
shift a day basis. Students firom 
part of the high schools will 
attend the vocational school in 



the morning and pursue their 
academic studies in the after- 
noon at their respective Ugh 
schools. The other half wiU ^- 
tend in the afternoon, and tdce 
academics at their own schools 
in the_ morning. InjdditloD, 
evening classes will be jnro- 
vided for adults. 

For the most part, die vocat- 
ional subjects will lead toward 
a regular high school diploma, 
except in the case of special 
education students. 

Brickell and Lobect say the 
school will probably have al- 
most 1,000 to 1,200 students 
at the beginning, both day and 
night . The average size of 
classes will be about 15 stud- 
ents to provide as much individ- 
ual attention as is needed in 
diis type of school, according 
to Lobeck.

DROP-OUTS 



The public hearing held by the 
Parks and Recreation Comm- 
ission on surfing problems nrwy 
well turn out to be the biggest 
fiasco of the year. It certainly 
did nothing to breach the al- 
ready cavernous gap between 
surfers and the powers that be. 
In fact, the entire three- 
hour meeting probcbly did a 
great deal to step up the whole 
mess even more than it already 
was. This was not the fault 
of either side, but the flaring 
of tempers on the part of surf- 
ers, the flat refusal of some 
I businessmen to deal with the 
) matter and the unswerving ani- 
mosity of those who ignore the 
problem still remdlh. 

The problem of the surfers 
is a real one, and as the city 
continues to grow even larger, 
there will be more and more 
surfers, particularly if we con- 
tinue to be the home base for 
the East Coast Surfing Champ- 
ionships and if we continue to 
draw national publicity to our 
surfing area. 

And as the city grows, more 
hotels and motels and private 
homes will take up most of the 
beachfront areas, making it next 
to impossible to provide any 
additional room for the surfers 
of the future. What the Comm- 
ission will do then is open only 
to speculation. 



We believe the Commission 
really wants to help but is 
stymied in what it can do. We 
also believe the individual surf- 
ers will get nowhere without 
complete organization. Then 
perhaps a spokesman for a 
group can do some good. 

Even some of the surf shop 
operators recognize the danger 
of renting surf boards, espe- 
cially to novices. Surfing is not 
easy. Perhaps the abolition of 
this practice could be a step 
In the right direction. 

We have no sure-fire solution 
to the problem, but apparently 
neither does anyone else. But 
it now seems that surfing and 
surfers will continue to be with 
us. Some of their demands and 
hopes are unreasonable, one- 
sided and immature. Some are 
not and deserve to be listened 
to and to be put into practice. 
The same goes for the Comm- 
ission, the police and the City 
Council. 

Virginia Beach is a large, 
thriving city, continuing to grow 
at a remarkably rapid pace. It 
seems unbelievable that the 
surfing problem cannot be set- 
tied to the general satisfaction 
of nearly everyone. 

The time is now to do some- 
thing about it, before the matter 
gets any worse.

Dreano, political newcomer, who plans to run 
In the November general election. 

CbvicMisly the real races lie brfween tte

CITY A FINALIST SPOT IN THE HANDS PROJECT. 



Efforts of Virginia Beacli 
garden clubbers to beautify 
their city have been acclaimed 
as among the most outstanding 
throughout the Southern region, 
it was learned here last week. 

Word that Virginia Beach has 
been selected as a finalist io 
the Sears, Roebuck Hands Pro- 
ject and thereby eligible for one 
of three top regional awards was 
received here recently by the 
Council of Garden CMs of 
Virginia Beach, Inc. 

The announcement was made 
to representative of the 44 
members clubs ttiat make up 
the Council at their regular 
me^ng last we^ in Pe|abroke 
Manor Civic Center. 

Hands (Home and Neighbor- 
hood Development) is a country- 
wide Sears project to beatrtify 
the nation. The chain each year 
provides funds to garden clubs 
throughout the nation for area 
beautification. 

The clubs' various beautifi- 
cation projects are compiled in 
a report to be stAmitted to the 
sponsors for evaluatton. From 
these reports, the judges then 



determine which cities have 
displayed the greatest beautifi- 
cation efforts. 

Mrs. Gallagher's report, 
ftirnished to Hands headquart- 
ers in Atlanta, was judged along 



with hundreds of others re- 
presenting 13 states in the 
Southern region. 

Word that Virginia Beach at- 
taiiwd finalist status came to 
Mrs. Gallagher early last week. 



It puts Virginia Beach in the 
running for one of the top three- 
cash awards: $2,000, $1,500, 
and $1,000. Final winners will 
be announced May 19 in Raleigh.

Clark, correspondlngsecretary 
and Mrs. August H. Culpepper, 
treasurer. 

Their installation will high- 
light Qie June luncheon. 



Among the year end-rqwrts 
were: 

CIVIC BEAUTIFICATION: 
Charlotte Tllbrook, committee 
chairman, expressed her com- 
mittee's appreciation to the 
clubs, especially to the many 
small clubs whose treasuries 
are, indeed, as small as their 
membership, for their financial 
contribution to civic beauti- 
fication. At the General Hosp- 
ital, she said, the planned basic 
planting has been completed; 
much is yet to be done, but 
much already has been accom- 
plished. She also spoke on the 
Atlantic Avenue project begun 
in 1950, ana on plans now work- 
ing for a similar project for 
First Colonial Road.

Amidst complimentary state- 
ments and large smiles, two 
architects presented prelimin- 
ary plans for two new municipal 
buildings to City Council on 
Monday. 

' Money for the construction 
of both buildings, the new city 
administration building and the 
new welfare building, is to come 
mostly from the seven-and-a- 
half million dollar bond issue 
overwhelmingly approved by the 
voters at the polls last Novem- 
ber. 

Architect John Waller pre- 
sented the plans for the expand- 
able two -story Colonial design 
administration building and said 
all drawings should be finished 
about May 15. Bids for con- 
struction should be put out 
shortly thereafter, and Waller 
said it should take another 14 
months to finish the building 
after construction begins. 

The faces of Councilmen lit 
up vilien a spacious 150-seat 
Council chamber was pointed 
out on the second floor of the 
new building to be constructed 
between Courthouse Road and 
the proposed extension of Inde- 
pendence Boulevard in the city 
hall complex at Princess Anne. 

The Planning commission and 
Public Works will occupy most 
of the first floor. The Pur- 
chasing Agent, Law Dept., City 
Manager and Mayor, Finance 
Dept. and a small canteen will 
occupy space on the second 
floor. 

Tlie spire of the building is 
reminlscient of the Governor's 
Pal«Ae % Williamsburg. Waller 
iMted that he 1^ done quite 
a bit of research on Colonial 
design in Williamsburg. The 
new municipal Duuaing has 
about 45,000 square feet of 
space. 

Architect Evan McCorkle 
presented the plans for the 
square two-story welfare build- 
ing to be tmild on Princess Anne 
Road, next to the new Princess 
Anne Fire Department building. 

The building is so designed, 
according to McCorkle, that 
the public will utilize the first 
floor and administration of the 
department will take place on 
the second floor. That building 
has 32,000 square feet of use- 
able space. 

Drawings are expected to be 
complete in at)out a week, with 
bids to follow closely. 



Council then approved the 
sale of another million dollars 
in bonds for sewer construction 
of the future. No time was set 
for the bond issue to be ap- 
proved by voters. The move 
was necessitated by the issuance 
of the last available funds for 
sewers from previous issues. 
The new sewers and pumping 
station will serve the Eastern 
Park area. 

A new ordinance was passed 
on first reading by Council re- 
quiring all utility companies to 
maintain emergency personnel 
at all times for the convenience 
• of customers. The ordinance 
was brought about as the result 
of a reported stoppage of a 
pumping station for sewage in 
a section of Princess Anne 
Plaza over the weekend, causing 
considerable inconvenience 
when no repair crew or super- 
visory personnel were repor- 
tedly available. Several resi- 
dents of the area were in Council 
Chambers to discuss the 
situation. 

Surfboards, not surfing, also 
were acted on by Council. It 
was voted to set licence fees

MOUNTAINS STILL TO CLIMB

With spring already upon us 
and summer just oround the 
comer, the business people of 
the World's Largest Resort City 
(WLRC) are getting ready for 
another profitable season hope- 
fully. 

The two road routes, which 
are not entirely adequate into 
the WLRC will be jammed with 
traffic and too many accidents. 
Parkir^ facilities will again 
demonstrate their inadequacies 
at tlie resort area. Many per- 
manent residents will experi- 
ence anguish because of illegal 
parking on their private 
property. The police depart- 
ment will again be harassed 
beyond its capabilities to con- 
trol the traffic and parking 
problems. 

Then, just after Labor Day, 
there will be many sighs of 
relief as the crowds disappear, 
as if by magic. Only a few 
weeks later, however, many 
businesses in the WLRC will 
unfortunately begin to deal again 
in red ink, and there will be 
a new struggle to stay solvent 
in the winter. Some will lose 
the battle. 

Business ledgers in the WLRC 
can remain in the black 12 
months of every year if only 
the city will join the aviation 
boom. Aviation is revolutioniz- 
ing the world.

and ocean liners have conceded 
their passenger business to air- 
craft and great strides are 
being made in air freight. 

But the air route trunk lines 
along the eastern seaboard do 
not include the Tidewater area. 
The transcontinental air routes 
and transoceanic terminals are 
already overtaxed and must be 
expanded to the south, especial ly 
for safety reascms. 

The WLRC is the closest 
metropolitan complex on the 
American mainland to Bermuda 
and is in the best bargaining 
position to be the terminus for 
a supplemental transoceanic 
route, as well as for trans- 
continental routes. 

Some city south of New York 
is destined to become the next 
large international air terminal. 
It could be Virginia Beach, the 
Vi'LRC. 

A VirginlaBeachalrport 
could help relieve traffic con- 
gestion, as well as provide new 
revenue. 

Many corporations have their 
own air fleets. Convention cities 
are often those with close air- 
ports. There are increosed 
number of private aircraft 
owners every year who seek 
out resorts with close airports. 
Whoever heard of a WLRC 
without an airport in this air 
age? 



A Canal Through Virginia Beach 



Much has been said recently 
about the proposed routes for a 
canal which would connect 
Rudee Inlet and N^th Bay. 
Long reports have 6een com- 
pleted. Drainage, navigation, 
salinity of the bay and security 
-and sewage at 0am Neck have 
all entered the picture. 

It would seem that the canal 
would be a wonderful thing for 
boaters in our area and from 
other areas seeking to reach the 
Intercoastal Waterway. But 
there is still a major stumbling 
block. When a boater would 
reach North Bay, he is still 
nowhere. A decision would hove 
to be made by Virginia Seoch 
and North Carolina authorities 
toward extending the dredging 
into the Inland Vf'aterway. TNs 
does not appear to be in the 
works at all. 

What would seem to be more 
interesting and even nnore luc- 
rative would be a canal from the 
eastern branch of the Lynn- 
haven River through the various 
already existing drainage canals 



and creeks winding southward 
to the North Lending River, 
already a part of the Inland 
Waterway. 

A boater from Virginia Beach 
must now leave Lynnhoven Inlet 
and sail through Chesopeake 
Bay into the Elizabeth River 
and travel around Norfolk, 
Portsmouth cmd Chesapeake to 
get into the North Landing R i ver 
in Virginia Beach. And boaters 
from the north and south now 
byposs Virginia Beach entirely 
because of the lack of access. 
The canal, already proposed for 
many years would certainly 
seem to be the right decision 
toward making Virginia Beach 
a boat haven and a major stop- 
over on the heavily traveled 
Intercoastal Waterway. 

From Rudee Inlet to North 
Bay and south or through the 
Lynnhaven River, we hope 
something is decided soon on 
this matter. Virginia Beach 
should be on the Intercoastal 
Waterway somehow, and it 
should be soon.

(Jack) Etheridge, states that 
he has maintained a most 
compile and accurate ac- 
counting of the City's funds. 
Etheridge is running for re- 
election as a United Candid- 
ate in the July primaries. 

The report goes on to say 
that "in the opinion of the 
Auditor all receipts of record 
have l>een accounted for, all 
disbursements were properly 
auttK)rized and a full settle- 
ment of the Treasurer's ac- 
count was made". 

The report further records 
that as Treasurer Etheridge 
collected in taxes $756,022 
more than had been estimated 
for the last fiscal year whidi 
ended June 30, 1966. In the 
City's gaieral fund alone re- 
venues exceeded estimates by 
$1,139,025. More than $30 mil- 
lion in City receipts was hand- 
led last year by Etheridge's 
office.

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Q. We have had some pretty 
wtrm discussions in our in-, 
VMtoent club overwhenastdelr ' 
sbmM be sold. Some of us think 
we should take advantage of a 
good profit and reinvest our 
nioney in something else. But 
we haven't been able to con- 
vince some of the others. What 
doyouttlnk? 

A. You can always make 
money if you sell a stock when 
it's price has gone up a few 
dollars, - but you'll never make 
a fortvme. 

Would you say that because a 
stock has increased 40-plus per 
cent in price that that is a good 
reason to sell it? I have a friend 
who took that 40 per cent profit 
about three years ago and he has 
been kickinghimself ever since. 
Why? Well, the stock was Xerox, 
wliich he bought at 90. He sold 
at 130. After splitting four for 
one, it went above 250. 

Of course there are times, 
a club, or an individual should 
take the profit on a stock. But 
you should have a t>etter reason 
than simply because the profit 
is there. 

Here are some things to look 
at «4ien you are considering the 
sale of a stock whose price has 
gone up: 

1. Has the growth in sales 
and earnings that brought about 
your profit leveled off or stop- 
ped? If it has, you might ser- 
iously consider selling. 

2. Have the company's profits 
and earnings per share kept 
pace with production and sales'' 
If they haven't, you might be 
wise to sell, even though there 
is no indication that the price 
of its stock Is about to break. 

3. Do you have a better stock 
in mind, one that appears to be 
reasonably priced and about 
ready to "take off" in growth? 

When I see an Investor keep- 
ing the telephone wires hot with 
buy and sell orders tohisbrok- 
er, I'm certain the broker is 
fond of him, but I doubt if he's 
really making money. 

Q. What sources of informat- 
ion can you recommend for fer- 
reting out growth companies? 
A. You might start out by 
asking your broker. Next re^ 
the financial publications and 
the financial section of your 
newspaper. In addition, some of 
the investor's services have 
lists that might help guide yoi<. 
Some investors make a pract- 
ice of going through the Stand- 
ard & Poor's report sheet on 
corporations, checking sales 
and growth for the last five 
years. If earnings are up 50 
to 100 per cent, they investigate 
further, on the very logical as- 
sumption that they have found 
a growing company. You do have 
to be careful to be sure the 
change in sales results in real 
growlh in the company's busi- 



ness and is not Just a benefit 
of our current booming product- 
ion. 

Q. Would you discuss Bruns- 
wick Corp.? Has its failure to 
keep pace been because it was 
too late in getting into other 
lines besides bowling alley 
equipment, or because of mis- 
. management? Is it stilladiver- 
sified company? 

A. Poor Brunswick! It will 
probably be used for many a 
year as the horrible examplt 
of a stock investment gone sour. 

I think most investors and 
analysts will agree that Bruns- 
wick fell upon hard times be- 
cause its market became satur- 
ated. When the automatic bowl- 
ing alleys market became sat- 
urated, profits plummeted and 
the price of the stock went 
down with its profits. Bruns- 
wick did diversify, but it was 
difficult to diversify enough and 
quickly. Or perhaps it was a 
matter of the firm failing to hit 
on a new product that sold so 
well and so profitably as auto- 
matic bowling alleys. 

Altogether, it could be that the 
management did well to come 
through a difficult situation as 
well as it did. But if you bought 
at 70 or 75, you're likely to 
have a long wait before you real- 
ize a profit on your invest- 
ment.

"Each piece of equipment 
has a special operation— from 
wet trash to dry trash," Kay- 
ton said. "Each piece has to be 
sprayed with disinfectant and 
spriidded with odor neutraliz- 
ing crystals daily." 

"Tidewater Disposal works 
closely with Cecil Land, super- 
intendent of sanitation, to meet 
all City trash ordinances," said 
Jotm Shand,^ Virginia Beach 
operations manager for the 
firm. 

"This is very important since 
we service the entire Virginia 

Beach area, especially during 
the tourist season. And being 
a seasnure area uur problem 
comes from fish, crabs, etc., 
and our special spraying equip- 
ment helps to keep odors down 
to sanitation requirements. 

Kayton said ttiat the bluest 
problem during the tourist sea- 
son is traffic with the size 



equipment his company uses. He 
said special equipmeitf is 
necessary for the restaurants 
and motels with small all^s. 

"We anticipate ordering 
more specially-designed equip- 
ment for the resort area," 
Kayton said. "With the closing 
of the City incinerator, it's a 
longer distance to the dumping 
areas, and we need equipment 
for long hauls." 

He said the company is qon- 
tinually working with architects 
designing hotels and motels to 
incorporate special trash areas 
in the construction for special 
equipment such as his. 

The business began with rent- 
ed telephone parking space at 
the R. S. Tire Co. in Norfolk. 
Now it has its own plant hous- 
ing offices and garage with ad- 
ditional adjacent property for 
the storage of containers and 
the parking of trucks. More than 
300 containers are used in Vir- 
ginia Beach alone.

Watch the Crab Pots Sue Lawler Appointed 



During every crabbing season 
the District Engineer has re- 
ceived numerous complaints 
from motorboat operators con- 
cerning crab pots or traps il- 
legally placed in Chesapeake 
Bay and its navigable tributar- 
ies, and waters in the Lynn- 
haven area, including Lynnhav- 
en Inlet, Lynnhaven Bay, Broad 
Bay, Linkhorn Bay, and Eastern 
and Western Branches of Lynn- 
haven River. 

Many boats have been damag- 
ed or disabled by contact with 
crab pots or their floats and 
lines and have required costly 
repairs. 

Definite limit lines have long 
been established in Chesapeake 
Bay and its tributaries, and 
-r these limits-are shown on charts 
s^published^ by the U. S. Coast 
" OeodMc Survey. The plac- 
ing of crab pots or traps out- 
siue of these limits isprohibit- 
edX 

Regulations governing the 
placing of crab pots or traps 
in waters where no fishing stru- 
cture limits have been estab- 
lished provide that crab pots 
or traps shall not be placed in 
dredgeid or natural channels or 
other lanes used by water- 
craft, or within 200 feet of the 
edge of any dredged channel; 
th&t a clear fairway at least 
200 feet wide shall be main- 
tained from navigable chan- 
nels to established boat land- 
ings; that such crab pots or 
traps shall not be placed with- 
in 500 feet of any aid to navi- 
gation other than fishing struc- 
ture buoys; that the approach 
to the mouth of any navigable 
tributary or to the mouth of 
any navigable branch of any 
tributary shall be left free and 
unobstructed; that this free and 
unobstructed approach shall lie 
along the channel usually fol- 
lowed by boats and shall have 
width of not less than one- 
third of the width of the mouth 
of the tributary; that within the 
navigable tributaries where 
fishing structure limits are not 
established, a channel in deep 
water of at least one-third of 
Hie total width of the water-

way shall be left free and un- 
obstructed. 

The River and Harbor Act 
of March 3, 1899, provides that 
those convicted of violatloi» 
of these regulations "shall be 
punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing $2500., nor less than $500.," 
or by imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding one year, or by both 
such punishments. Crab pots 
set in violation of the regulat- 
ions are in violation of Qie Riv- 
er and Harbor Act of March 
3, 1899, and are subject to the 
penalties set forth therein. 

Further, the pots are subject 
to summary removal by the 
District Engineer and in such 
cases the owner will be liable 
for the cost of their removal. 



Employers 
Must File 
Tax Reports 



Employers have an impor- 
tant tax deadline on May 1,1967, 
according to James P. Boyle, 
district director of Internal 
Revenue Service in Virginia. 

This is the due date for 
reporting and paying with- 
held income tax and social se- 
curity taxes for the calendar 
quarter ended March 31,^1967. 

Employers who receive a 
preaddressed Form 941 should 
use this form to report their 
tax liability and should attach 
to the return the validated de- 
positary receipt previously re- 
ceived for the months of Jan- 
uary and February. 

Boyle pointed out that em- 
ployers who made timely de- 
posits in Federal Reserve 
Banks or authorized commer- 
cial banks sufficient to pay 
their full tax liability for the 
quarter ended March J^ 1967, 
including those required to 
make semi-monthly deposits, 
have until May 10, 1967, to file 
their jeturfls. 

"Employer's Tax Guide" 
(Publication No. 15) commonly 
called Circular E, which fur- 
nishes detailed information on 
this subject, may be obtained 
by dropping a card to your 
District Director, Internal Rev- 
enue Service, 400 North 8th
